I bog  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  3>^Gar  1943, 


The  Gxporienco  of  this  year  sugg^^sts  that  small  progress  v/ill 
bo  made  in  dealing  v/lth  overcrowding  and  unsanitary  conditions  in 
the  Rural  District  until  a great  increase  in  the  erection  of  nov/ 
houses  can  bo  imidcr taken.  The  provision  of  30  Agricultural 
workers  cottages  ia  a small  step  tou'ards  mooting  the  pro  .sent 
housing  deficiency. 

The  statistics  with  regard  to  notifiable  diseases  compared 
with  1942  shouan  incroase  of  almost  100%  in  Scarlet  Lever  and  of 
50/0  in  Measles. 


Diphtheria  shov/od  a decrease  of  from  9 to  3 cases.  This 
may  be  ascribed  in  part,  at  least,  to  the  very  complete  ijornunisation 
against  diphthora  v/hich  has  been  carried  out.  During  the  year 
540  Children  v/cro  immunised  bringing  the  total  of  children  limnunisod 
to  2,175, 

Appro;sirnatoly  73/o  of  under  five  year  olds  and  80^  of  5-15 
year  olds  are  nov;  immunised. 


A small  odidemic  of  Sonne  dysentery  occurred  in  a boarding 
school  during  the  year.  The  symptoms  were  mild  and  the  opidomic 
svibsidod  rapidly. 


In  general  1 can  again  say  that  statistics  ahov/  no  obvious 
change  for  the  worse  in  the  health  of  the  District  as  the  result 
of  the  War ,

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  socond  Annual  Report  on 
my  activities  during  the  yoar  1943,  and  ago^Jci  it  is  pleasing  to 
rocord  that  having  rogard  to  present  circujns tancos , results  are 
satisfactory, 

OncG  again  efforts  wore  made  to  give  close  attention  tio 
the  inspection  of  milk  producers*  promises  and  methods  throughftut 
the  District  but  regular  routine  visits  became  impossible  early 
in  the  Year  and  work  in  this  connection  hOuS  sinco  been  largely 
confined  to  investigation  of  imsatisf actor^-  milks  reported  to  mo 
by  the  County  Council  under 'the  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme, 
In  this  way  inspections  wore  made  whore  supervision  and  advise 
were  nodded  most. 

Following  my  request  for  an  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector, 
tho  Council  resolved  that  a pupil  bo'  appointed  and  on  the  30th 
August,  1943,  Edward  Storr  commenced  duty  in  my  office.  It  is 
however  likely  that  he  will  shortly/  be-  called  upon  for  Military 
Service, 


The  erection  of  thirty  Agricultural  Cottages  was  commenced 
in  July  and  the  supervision  of  this,  work  and  the . maintenance  of 
your  171  other  Council  Houses  wore  given  regular  attention  throughcu 
the  ye  ar •
